Yodeleditor: 


The fine issue of February 7 presents 
the problem of toll charges in State 
and National Parks, particularly with 
reference to Mount Tamalpais. Even 
though we may agree as to the general 
undesirability of toll. charges in Parks, 
let us thoughtfully examine our argu- 
ments to attempt to present the strong- 
est grounds. 

The efforts of the Sierra Club and 
John Iuir throughout the past fifty 
years to preserve ‘Parks and Forests 
throughout the jurisdiction of the 
United States cannot justify a sense of 
yersonal or local privilege or gain. 
Rather it is for all who seek te enjoy 
the values thus preserved. The per- 
sonal gain of those who work so hard 
at the sresent time to gain these ends 
1g the sense of contribution to the 
future, and the. immediate satisfaction 
and relief that no real estate deal or 
snange of ownership or policy can now 
ecevent continued personal enjoyment on 
toose trails we have labored so hard to 
slear and maintain. 

The substantial sums of money and 
long-continued efforts contributed by 
the Sierra Club and John Muir to Yosenite, 
Sequoia, and Kings Canyon National Parks 
“ave not been motivated by an expectation 
“£ true personal gain. Nor have such 
-ontributions in any way lessened the 
.*ge to do more, not only in local 
State Parks, but throughout the nation. 
On the contrary, such efforts are the 
greatest stimulation to continuance. 

The Sierra Club is a conservation organ- 
ization, not a hiking group.

Latest news cn developments in the 
problem of tolls charged Tamalpais hikers 
has been brought from Sacramento by Hil 
ary Crawford, who attended a meeting of 
the State Parks Comission on February 
19, He had been appointed by the Tamal- 
pais Conservation Club to represent TCC 
and other Pay region organizations, and 
tc make a personal appeal for reconsid- 
eration of the Tamalpais situation.

for some time. He was able to present 
a fairly complete anelysis of the hikers’ 
and conservationists' viewpoint, and has 
renorted that apparéntly his remarks 
were favorably receoved.

objecting to the toll is Cy VWashburnts 
cxeellent viewpoint: "It would pay the 
State in good citizenship returns to 
urge more people to set their recreation 
in the out of doors, and make it as in- 
expensive and free as possible to get 
there." We do not set up toll barriers 
to the use of our great educational 
facilities of public library and public 
school. The Wilderness can be just as 
fine a teacher, as Muir so clearly shows. 
To an adult a five-cent charge is more 
a matter of principle, but to a young 
boy or girl it may be just sufficient to 
stifle or divert a prowing love for the 
type of beauty locked behind the toll 
gate. Once the principle is acknowledged, 
the amount of the toll may be a matter 
of continuing controversy to keep it 
within safe limits, 

The five-cent toll. for trails also 
presents a serious adninistrative vrob- 
lem. Is there to be a ranger stationed 
on every beautiful wilderness trail ent- 
ering the Park? Ora subway turnstile 
that: won't work if one doesn't have 
chanse for a dime? Or is there to be 
only one route in or out of our fine 
wildernéss parks? 

Only a few years ago the Sierra Club 
finally settled a similar problem with 
the Notional Park Service. The issue 
‘was whether travel over the fine trails 
and high passes of the Yosemite Hirsh 
Sierra was to be prohibited unless one 
had started from the Valley or Tuolumne 
Meadows with Yosemite pack stock. Upon 
the strong insistence of the Sierra Club 
the principle was finally established 
that wilderness trails are free to all, 
subject only to necessary woods disci-~ 
pline such as with respect to fire. This 
principle of freedom of the trails must 
be maintained, 

The problem of toll on the roads is 
quite. another thing. ‘The economics are 
different, and that form of tax is 
well entrenched in precedent. Even 
the wilderness problems are quite un- 
like. 

It is not a local problen of Tam- 
alpais State Park, but embraces most of 
the State Parks, National Parks, and 
National Monuments of the nation. It 
has even seriously been considered for 
National Forests. 4 national conserva+ 
tion organization such as the Sierra 
Club hac best consider the problem froin 
a national standpoint. Action, if
